Presbyterian  College: 
Church-Related  and  Church-Connected 


/he  words  "church-related"  are  typically  used  today  to  describe  many  colleges"  historic  ties  to  a  religious  denomination.  As  we 
move  into  the  new  year  1996, 1  believe  a  much  more  descriptive  phrase  for  Presbyterian  College  is  not  simply  church-related  but  also 
church-connected.  By  its  plan  of  governance  this  college  continues  to  be  vitally  connected  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  today  just  as  it 
has  been  since  its  founding  in  1880. 

This  strong  connection  has  been  a  hallmark  of  the  college's  continued  growth  and  development  over  the  past  12  decades. 
Consider  this  history.  The  founder.  William  Plumer  Jacobs,  was  serving  as  minister  of  Clinton's  First  Presbyterian  Church  when  he 
envisioned  establishing  a  new  college.  Five  years  earlier,  in  1875.  this  resolute  man  of  Christian  faith  had  begun  an  orphanage  as  a 
home  for  destitute  children  impoverished  by  the  Civil  War.  He  named  it  for  one  of  his  esteemed  Columbia  Seminary  professors, 
James  Henley  Thomwell. 

To  provide  a  higher  education  for  these  Thomwell  Home  children  and  for  other  youth  living  in  the  upstate  of  South  Carolina. 
Jacobs  began  Clinton  College  in  1880  with  the  generous  support  of  members  of  his  Presbyterian  congregation  and  other  residents  of 
the  community. 

By  1890.  the  name  of  the  10-year  old  college  had  been  changed  to  Presbyterian  College  of  South  Carolina  as  wider  support  was 
sought  from  Presbyterians  living  all  across  the  state.  Official  statewide  assistance  finally  came  in  1904  leading  the  college  to  change 
its  charter  to  come  under  the  control  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 

Georgia  Presbyterians  joined  in  support  of  PC  in  1928  and  as  a  result,  the  name  of  the  college  was  shortened  to  Presbyterian 
College.  A  new  system  of  governance  was  adopted  to  provide  for  college  trustees  to  be  elected  both  by  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  and  the  Synod  of  Georgia.  Later,  these  two  synods  merged  to  become  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

In  1988.  with  the  merger  of  two  Presbyterian  denominations,  a  new  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  was  formed  to  serve  presbyteries  in 
the  three-state  area  of  South  Carolina.  Georgia,  and  Florida.  Again  a  new  system  of  control  was  adopted  for  Presbyterian  College  to 
provide  for  28  of  40  trustees  to  be  elected  by  the  new  synod. 

Over  the  past  91  years,  therefore,  Presbyterian  College  has  been  operated  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  largely  elected  by  one  or  more 
Presbyterian  synods.  This  connection  has  been  vital  for  its  governance  and  for  its  growth. 

As  we  begin  1996,  recent  amendments  to  the  college's  covenant  have  been  approved  by  the  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Under  the  new  plan.  PC  will  be  related  both  to  the  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  and  to  the  10  presbyteries  located 
within  the  states  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia.  Each  of  these  10  presbyteries  will  elect  one  trustee  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  also 
will  provide  financial  support  directly  to  the  college.  The  remainder  of  the  18  trustees  will  be  drawn  from  the  synod  and  elected  by 
PC's  board. 

This  new  arrangement  continues  the  historic  connection  of  Presbyterian  College  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  —  and  it  provides 
for  greater  recognition  and  visibility  for  the  college  among  the  hundreds  of  congregations  and  thousands  of  members  residing  in  the 
two-state  area. 

Were  he  alive  today.  I  believe  the  PC  founder.  William  Plumer  Jacobs,  would  be  very  pleased  with  Presbyterian  College's 
continued  close  connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A. 

More  than  a  relationship,  this  strong  historic  connection  gives  this  college  integrity  as  it  honors  its  Christian  heritage  and  pursues 
its  mission  as  a  liberal  arts  community  of  faith,  learning,  and  intellectual  freedom.

New  Academic  Center  Ready  For  Classes 


ror  the  past  18  months.  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege students  and  faculty  members  have  witnessed 
the  construction  of  a  new  Social  Science  and  Math- 
ematics Center  on  campus.  As  they  walked  past  the 
painted  wooden  fence  in  front  of  the  center,  it  may 
have  seemed  that  the  completion  of  the  building 
would  be  a  dream. 

Now.  it  has  become  very  much  a  reality  —  a 
reality  worth  waiting  for. 

The  four-story  academic  center  will  house 
the  departments  of  education,  mathematics,  politi- 
cal science,  psychology,  and  sociology.  In  addi- 
tion to  faculty  offices  and  classrooms,  the  center 
will  feature  labs,  seminar  rooms,  a  computer/mul- 
timedia center,  an  outdoor  lecture  area,  and  the 
Bennett  A.  Brown  Conference  Suite,  which  will 
include  a  100-seat  amphitheater,  two  conference 
rooms  and  classrooms,  and  a  large  reception  area. 

Faculty  members  in  five  departments  will  be 
spending  part  of  their  Christmas  break  busily  load- 
ing boxes  in  preparation  for  the  move  to  their  new 
state-of-the-art  offices  and  classrooms.  When  stu- 
dents return  to  campus  early  in  January  for  the  Mart 
of  the  spring  semester,  many  will  be  greeted  by 
new  surroundings  —  and  enthusiastic  professors. 

"It's  an  incredible  new  facility."  said  Dr.  Tim 
Gaines,  professor  of  psychology."  I've  been  ex- 
cited about  this  building  for  five  years,  and  I've 
found  it  hard  to  sleep  lately  knowing  we  will  be 
moving.  There  is  no  comparison  to  the  facilities 
we  will  have  there  versus  the  facilities  we  have  in 
Neville  Hall." 

Gaines  and  his  colleagues  in  the  psychology 
department  will  occupy  the  entire  ground  floor  of 
the  new  building.  In  addition  to  expanded  office 
space,  the  floor  offers  a  group  dynamics  lab,  a 
seminar  room,  a  darkroom  for  visual  perception 
experiments,  a  cognition  room,  and  a  larger  lab 
with  an  attached  animal  holding  room  and  smaller 


rooms  for  private  or  isolated  work. 

"In  Neville  Hall,  we  have  to  spend  30  min- 
utes setting  up  an  experiment  in  a  classroom  and 
then  another  20  minutes  taking  everything  down 
when  we're  finished."  said  Gaines,  who  joined  the 
faculty  in  1974  and  serves  as  chairman  of  the 
department.  "Now,  we'll  be  able  to  set  up  the 
experiments,  leave  them  up,  and  bring  the  students 
to  them." 

Dr.  Eric  Johnson,  a  first-year  member  of  the 
psychology  department,  sees  another  advantage  to 
the  new  building. 

"We're  going  to  have  much  better  student 
flow  because  the  classrooms  don't  fit  right  into  the 
flow  from  offices,"  he  said.  "We'll  have  waiting 
areas  split  between  two  or  three  professors,  so  it 
will  make  it  easier  and  more  comfortable  for  stu- 
dents to  visit  faculty  offices.  The  traffic  flow  will 
be  great." 

With  24  other  offices  on  the  third  and  fourth

floors,  comfort  and  convenience  will  be  a  key  for 
faculty  and  students.  And.  of  course,  there  will  be 
quite  a  view. 

"I'm  looking  forward  to  the  move  partially 
because  I  have  never  had  an  office  with  windows  in 
my  29  years  at  PC,"  said  Dr.  Dottie  Brandt.  Charles 
A.  Dana  Professor  of  Education,  who  will  move 
her  office  belongings  from  the  third  floor  of  Neville 
Hall  to  the  new  center.  "Every  department  had  a 
representative  who  gave  input  to  (Vice  President 
for  Finance)  Skip  Zubrod  and  a  lot  of  thought  was 
put  into  the  setup  of  the  department." 

The  42.000-square-foot  facility  was  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  more  than  $5.2  million.

Charles  E.  Daniel  Chair  of  Chemistry 


Gouge  Selected  As  Recipient 
Of  Daniel  Chair  Of  Chemistry 


Ur  Edward  Max  Gouge,  professor  of 
chemistry  at  Presbyterian  College,  has  been 
designated  as  the  inaugural  recipient  of  the 
Charles  E.  Daniel  Chair  of  Chemistry. 

He  received  the  honor  during  the  fall 
meeting  of  the  college's  Board  of  Trustees, 
held  Nov.  9-10. 

The  endowed  faculty  chair  was  made 
possible  from  funds  that  PC  received  from  the 
estate  of  Greenville  philanthropist  Homozel 
Mickel  Daniel.  Mrs.  Daniel,  who  died  in  1992, 
left  $56  million  of  her  estimated  S70  million 
estate  to  colleges  and  universities  in  South 
Carolina.  PC  was  the  beneficiary  of  $1.5  mil- 
lion, earmarked  to  establish  two  faculty  chairs 
—  the  Charles  Ezra  Daniel  Chair  of  Chemistry 
and  the  Charles  Ezra  Daniel  Chair  of  Math- 
ematics. 

Gouge,  who  was  the  1995  Professor  of 
the  Year  at  PC,  joined  the  faculty  in  1976  after 
earning  his  undergraduate  degree  at  Western 


Carolina  University  and  his  master's  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  at  Clemson  University. 

"The  designation  of  recipients  of  faculty 
chairs  is  reserved  for  full  professors  who  have 
shown  particular  dedication  to  the  institution  and 
dedication  to  service  and  teaching,"  said  Dr.  J. 
William  Moncrief.  PC's  senior  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "Ed 
Gouge  certain  fits  those  qualifications,  and  his 
selection  as  PC's  Professor  of  the  Year  is  just 
another  indication  of  how  deserving  he  is  to  be  the 
first  recipient  of  the  Daniel  Chair  of  Chemistry." 

Gouge,  who  serves  as  chairman  of  the  chem- 
istry department,  praised  the  Daniel  legacy. 

"It  is  an  honor  and  privilege  for  both  Presby- 
terian College  and  me  personally  to  be  associated 
with  the  name  Daniel."  Gouge  said.  "It  is  a  name 
that  is  internationally  regarded  to  be  synonymous 
with  dedicated  effort,  commitment  to  excellence, 
remarkable  generosity,  and  love  for  learning." 


Fall  Semester  Opens  With  Record  Enrollment  Of  1,185  Students 

/he  1995-96  academic  year  began 
with  the  largest  student  enrollment  in  the 
history  of  the  college  —  1.185  —  which 
includes  a  record  class  of  354  freshmen.

rresbyterian  College  has  accepted 
an  invitation  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Lilly  Fellows  Program  in  Humanities  and 
the  Arts. 

The  Lilly  Fellows  Program  is  a  na- 
tional network  of  church-related  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  committed  to  a 
sustained  conversation  that  is  expressly 
designed  to  renew  and  deepen  a  sense  of 
corporate  vocation  among  these  schools. 

The  program,  Li  lly  officials  have  said, 
"brings  focus,  clarity,  and  energy  to  a  criti- 
cal aspect  of  a  much  larger  project:  the 
imaginative  reformulation  and  implemen- 
tation of  an  agenda  forchurch-related  higher 
learning  for  the  21st  century." 

PC  joins  a  group  of  47  highly  re- 
garded institutions,  including  Baylor  Uni- 
versity, Boston  College.  College  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  Davidson  College,  Marquette 
University,  St.  Olaf  College.  University  of 
Notre  Dame,  and  University  of  the  South. 
PC's  representatives  for  this  program  are 
Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief.  senior  vice  presi- 
dent for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the 
faculty,  and  Dr.  Peter  Hobbie,  associate 
professor  of  religion  and  chairman  of  the 
department. 

"It  is  a  significant  honor  for  PC  to  be 
invited  to  participate  in  this  important  pro- 
gram with  other  outstanding  church-re- 
lated colleges  and  universities,"  Moncrief 
said.  "We  have  already  benefitted  from  the 
interchange  of  ideas." 


PC  Launches  Landmark  '60  x  2000'  Campaign 


Five-year  effort  attempts 
to  put  alumni  giving 
among  nation's  elite 

rresbyterian  College  has  announced  an  ini- 
tiative that,  if  successful,  will  place  it  among  the 
top  handful  of  colleges  nationwide  in  alumni  sup- 
port. 

The  "60  x  2000"  campaign  seeks  to  focus 
attention  on  the  loyalty  and  affection  PC  alumni 
hold  for  their  alma  mater  by  pursuing  the  goal  of  60 
percent  alumni  participation  by  the  year  2000.  The 
goal  has  been  formally  endorsed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  PC  Alumni  Association,  the 
college's  Annual  Fund  Committee,  and  by  the 
college's  Board  of  Trustees,  which  has  issued  a 
challenge  to  alumni  for  the  1995-96  fiscal  year  by 
pledging  to  match  each  new  alumni  dollar  given 
during  the  year  up  to  a  total  of  $26,000. 

"Reaching  the  goal  of  60  percent  alumni 
participation  would  place  PC  among  the  top  three 
or  four  institutions  in  the  country  in  this  very 


important  category."  said  Jim  Morton  '76,  director 
of  the  college's  Annual  Fund.  "Being  among  the 
nation's  very  top  institutions  in  alumni  participa- 
tion would  make  a  powerful  statement  to  founda- 
tions and  corporations  from  which  the  college 
seeks  funds  for  major  academic  and  capital  projects 
and  also  to  those  national  pub- 
lications which  use  alumni 
participation  as  an  important 
factor  in  ranking  the  college 
among  its  peers. 

"It  is  a  very  real  way  in 
which  each  individual  alum- 
nus or  alumna  can  have  a  significant  impact  on 
PC." 

PC's  success  in  Alumni  Challenge  I  and  II. 
sponsored  by  the  Independent  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities of  South  Carolina  (ICUSC).  encouraged 
the  alumni  association  and  the  college  administra- 
tion to  envision  undertaking  the  ambitious  "60  x 
2000"  initiative.  A  task  force  of  college  staff  mem- 
bers Morton.  College  Advancement  Vice  Presi- 
dent Ted  Brown,  former  Dean  of  Alumni  Affairs 
Tom  Stallworth  '55.  Vice  President  for  Enrollment 


Alumni  Participation  Under  the  60  x  2000  Campaign 
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and  Dean  of  Admissions  Margaret  Williamson, 
and  Career  Planning  and  Placement  Director  Martha 
Anne  Green  '69  and  alumni  association  represen- 
tatives Dick  Carr  '62  and  Richard  Shirley  '76  spent 
seven  months  earlier  this  year  studying  ways  the 
goal  might  be  achieved. 

"It's  an  exciting  project  for  the  college  because  it  will 

involve  so  many  alumni  and  because  a  gift  of  any  size 

given  consistently  over  the  next  five  years  will  help. "

The  group's  recommendations  focused  on 
several  areas,  including  volunteer  involvement, 
staff  structure,  donor  recognition,  and  the  ways  in 
which  alumni  are  approached  for  support. 

The  task  force  identified  an  initial  list  of  1 1 
projects  to  undertake  in  beginning  the  "60  x  2000" 
campaign  and  developed  detailed  plans  for  com- 
pleting the  projects.  More  steps  will  be  taken  as  the 
campaign  accelerates  and  a  follow-up  task  force  of 
alumni  and  staff  will  be  named  to  publicize  "60  x 
2000"  to  alumni  and  to  oversee  progress  toward  the 
60  percent  goal. 

"The  success  of  the  campaign  will  re- 
quire the  active  involvement  of  many, 
many  alumni,"  Morton  said.  "It's  an  excit- 
ing project  for  the  college  because  it  will 
involve  so  many  alumni  and  because  a  gift 
of  any  size  given  consistently  over  the 
next  five  years  will  help  PC  reach  its  60 
percent  goal.  The  vast  majority  of  our 
alumni  are  not  in  a  position  to  make  un- 
usually large  gifts,  but  '60  x  2000'  is  about 
participation  and  the  collective  power  of 
our  alumni,  not  dollars. 

"Because  of  that,  everyone  can  partici- 
pate; everyone  can  help."

PC,  Presbyteries  Agree  On  New  Process  For  Selecting  College  Trustees 


n  new  covenant  with  the  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  that  will  change  the 
way  that  Presbyterian  College's  Board  of  Trustees  are  selected  was  ratified 
during  the  trustees'  fall  meeting  held  Nov.  9-10. 

Previously,  28  of  the  college's  40  trustees  were  elected  to  three-year 
terms  by  the  synod,  which  is  made  up  of  Presbyterian  Church  USA 
congregations  in  South  Carolina.  Georgia,  and  Florida,  while  three  trustees 
were  elected  by  the  Alumni  Association  and  nine  others  were  elected  by  the 
board  as  at-large  trustees. 

Now,  under  the  newly  adopted  covenant,  the  five  presbyteries  in 
South  Carolina  and  the  five  presbyteries  in  Georgia  will  each  elect  one 


representative  to  a  three-year  term  on  the  board.  Eighteen  other  slots  will  be 
filled  by  PCUSA  leaders  from  throughout  the  three  states.  The  other  12  slots 
—  the  three  alumni  representatives  and  nine  at-large  trustees  —  will  remain 
unchanged. 

"I  think  it  will  be  a  tremendous  arrangement  for  both  the  college  and 
the  presbyteries,"  said  Dr.  Bob  Smith,  PC's  director  of  church  relations. 
"For  the  college,  it  will  be  a  more  meaningful  and  intentional  relationship 
with  the  presbyteries  and  their  congregations,  while  they  will  feel  more  a 
part  of  the  process  by  having  a  representative  on  the  board." 


Four  Former  Trustees  Honored  By  PC  Board 


lour  former  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian College  Board  of  Trustees  were 
elected  as  inaugural  Emeritus  Trustees,  a 
new  honorary  position  created  by  a  recent 
addition  to  the  college's  bylaws. 

Named  by  the  board  during  their  Nov. 
9-10  meeting  were  H.  Caldwell  Harper  and 
Wilson  C.  Wearn.  both  of  Greenville.  S.C.,  and 
Robert  M.  Vance  and  Hugh  S.  Jacobs,  both  of 
Clinton. 

According  to  the  bylaws.  "Any  member  ro- 
tating off  the  Board  who  has  served  at  least  six 
years  and  attains  the  age  of  70  may  be  elected  a 
Trustee  Emeritus.  Emeritus  trustees  are  invited 
each  year  to  attend  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  to  sit  with  regular  trustee  committees.  They 
have  voice  but  no  vote." 

Harper,  for  whom  the  Harper  Center  is  named, 
served  two  terms  on  the  board  from  1982-88. 
Wearn  served  four  terms  for  a  total  of  12  years 
(1981-90;  1991-94).  Vance  served  13  terms  for  a 
total  of  39  years  (1952-67:  1968-83:  1985-93), 
including  a  number  of  years  as  chairman  of  the 
board.  Jacobs,  a  1941  graduate  of  PC,  served  six 
terms  for  a  total  of  18  years  (1964-73:  1977-86). 
All  four  have  received  honorary  degrees  from  PC. 

The  trustees  also  elected  officers  for  1996. 
approved  the  election  of  five  individuals  as  new

trustees,  and  approved  the  re-election  of  1 1  other 
trustees. 

Elected  as  chairman  of  the  board  was  Dr.  W.

ROTC  Program  Boasts  Increasing  Numbers, 
But  Still  Faces  Uncertain  Future  At  PC 


n  year  earlier,  then-Maj.  Kirk  Thomas  stood 
before  a  group  of  Presbyterian  College  ROTC 
alumni  and  talked  of  sagging  enrollment,  lacklus- 
ter morale,  and  Army  probation. 

The  storied  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps 
(ROTC)  program  at  PC  —  one  of  the  oldest  in  the 
nation  —  had  declined  to  the  point  where  U.S. 
Army  officials  had  placed  it  on  the  Effective  Man- 
agement Program.  Translated,  he  told  the  group  of 
alumni,  that  meant  probation  for  the  program. 

The  group  had  gathered  for  the  first-ever 
ROTC  Alumni  Weekend,  part  of  a  renewed  effort 
by  Presbyterian  College  to  raise  the  program  to  its 
former  status.  A  fund-raising  campaign  for  an 
ROTC  endowed  scholarship  had  proven  success- 
ful, and  Thomas'  plans  and  projections  showed 
that  a  full-court  military  press  was  on. 

Today,  the  college's  professor  of  military 
science  —  who  has  since  become  Lt.  Col.  Kirk 
Thomas  —  points  to  significant  gains  in  ROTC 
enrollment,  college  funding,  and  projected 
commissionings. 

Contracting  and  commissioning.  These  two 
categories  are  crucial  yardsticks  used  to  measure 
an  ROTC  battalion's  viability.  In  1995.  only  three 
graduates  were  commissioned  —  well  below  the 


15  commissions  that  serve  as 
PC's  mission  quota.  Thomas 
projects  that  he  will  commis- 
sion 10  graduates  in  1996.  fol- 
lowed by  16  commissions  a 
year  later. 

"We  have  152  cadets  in 
the  program  (which  includes 
PC,  Newberry  College,  and 
Lander  University  in  Green- 
wood )  this  fall,"  he  said.  "Last 
year  we  only  contracted  eight 
juniors  (who  committed  to  be- 
ing commissioned  as  second 
lieutenants  in  the  Army  upon 
graduation  from  college ).  This 
year  we  contracted  18  juniors, 
including  four  nursing  students  from  Lander  who 
will  have  to  go  a  fifth  year  to  complete  their 
graduation  requirements." 

He  attributes  these  increases  to  several  fac- 
tors, not  the  least  of  which  is  the  increased  amount 
of  scholarship  money  that  PC  has  made  available 
for  ROTC  cadets. 

"PC,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Kenneth 
Orr,  has  implemented  an  Army  scholarship  pro-

gram  that  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  nation."  Thomas 
said.  "A  year  ago,  nine  PC  students  had  earned 
ROTC  scholarships.  This  year  17  students  are 
receiving  those  funds  and  four  more  have  applica- 
tions pending. 

"Depending  on  the  level  of  Army  scholar- 
ship earned.  PC  will  contribute  from  S5.700  to 
$5,000  towards  the  cadet's  tuition  and  fees.  This 
incentive  program  is  paying  dividends  to  the  ROTC 
program  through  increased  student  interest  in  ap- 
plying for  the  Army  ROTC  scholarship." 

Playing  an  integral  role  in  all  of  this  is  the 
ROTC  Scholarship  Fund  established  in  1 994,  which 
currently  has  a  value  of  nearly  $55,000. 

As  Thomas  recites  these  growing  numbers,  it 
would  appear  that  the  future  appears  bright  for  the 
PC  ROTC  program. 

And  it  is — as  long  as  there  is  indeed  a  future. 

"1  feel  encouraged."  Thomas  said.  "I  just 
hope  the  progress  we've  made  in  the  past  year  is  not 
too  little  too  late.  When  the  Army  began  downsizing, 
there  was  a  reduction  in  the  requirement  for  com- 
missioned officers,  so.  in  turn,  there  is  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  in  the  number  of  ROTC  battal- 


Top  Journalists  Help  Russell  Program  Celebrate  10th  Anniversary 


m  an  era  where  the  O.J.  Simpson  trial,  talk 
shows,  glitzy  advertising,  and  tabloid  gossip  domi- 
nate our  daily  lives,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find 
criticism  of  the  mechanisms  that  relay  both  infor- 
mation and  entertainment  to  our  society. 

That  criticism  of  our  media,  both  positive 
and  negative,  is  the  concern  of  the  Russell 
Program's  1995-96  series,  "The  Conduct  of  the 
Media:  Past.  Present,  and  Future."  being  held  at 
Presbyterian  College  throughout  the  academic 
year.  The  series  includes  the  most  outstanding 
speakers,  lecturers,  and  panelists  from  the  program's  10  years  on  the 
Presbyterian  College  campus. 

"All  of  us  are  aware  of  the  criticism  of  the  actions  of  the  media.  For 
example,  every  president  criticizes  the  media  coverage  of  his  administra- 
tion." said  Dr.  James  L.  Skinner,  chairman  of  the  Russell  Program.  "In 
addition  to  that  aspect  of  media  conduct,  we  will  look  at  how  the  media 
conduct  themselves." 

Noted  syndicated  columnist  William  Raspberry  opened  the  series  on 
Sept.  20.  Raspberry,  who  spoke  at  PC  in  1990.  was  the  recipient  of  a  1994 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  his  commentaries  on  such  social  issues  as  crime,  violent 
rap  lyrics,  and  AIDS.  He  appears  in  over  175  national  and  international 
newspapers. 

The  series  continued  on  Oct.  17  when  advertising  and  images  expert 
Jean  Kilbourne  made  her  third  appearance  on  the  Presbyterian  College 
campus  in  seven  years.  Kilbourne  is  internationally  recognized  for  her 
extensive  research  and  investigation  of  alcohol  and  tobacco  advertising  and

also  for  her  research  on  the  images  of  women  in 
advertising.  Kilbourne  is  a  frequent  guest  on 
such  tele\  ision  and  radio  shows  as  "PrimeTime 
Live."  "The  Today  Show,"  "All  Things  Con- 
sidered." and  "20/20." 

David  Broder.  a  Pulitzer  Prize-win- 
ning political  correspondent  and  columnist  for 
the  Washington  Post  who  has  authored  several 
books  examining  the  news  media  and  Ameri- 
can political  events,  made  a  return  visit  to  PC 
on  Nov.  14.  Broder.  who  gave  an  address  at  the 
college  a  week  after  the  1992  presidential  election,  has  received  15 
honorary  doctoral  degrees  from  such  distinguished  colleges  and  universi- 
ties as  Dartmouth  and  Yale. 

The  Russell  Program  will  conclude  "The  Conduct  of  the  Media: 
Past.  Present,  and  Future"  series  in  February  with  a  three-day  examination 
of  the  topic  during  Presbyterian  College's  10th  annual  Arnold  Symposium 
Feb.  19-21. 1996.  Scheduled  to  appear  in  February  are  former  NBC  News 
correspondent  Edwin  Newman,  syndicated  writer  and  columnist  Edwin 
Yoder,  legendary  sports  journalist  Frank  Deford.  and  ABC  News  senior 
correspondent  Bettina  Gregory. 

The  1995  series  celebrates  the  influence  of  the  Russell  Program  on 
Presbyterian  College  life  for  the  past  10  years.  In  addition  to  funding  the 
speakers  and  lecture  series,  the  Russell  Program  provides  faculty  with 
media  development  grants,  funding  for  the  three  campus  student  publica- 
tions and  campus  radio  station,  student  internships  in  media-related  fields, 
and  it  funds  the  college's  annual  Writer's  Workshop. 


ions  necessary  to  meet  commissioning  missions. 
Presently,  there  are  334  ROTC  battalions  in  the 
country,  and  by  the  year  2000,  Cadet  Command  is 
projecting  that  number  to  be  reduced  to  270,  pos- 
sibly even  250. 

"Current  plans  are  to  cut  25  more  (campus) 
programs  next  spring.  In  terms  of  student  popula- 
tion, we  are  the  second  smallest  host  program  in  the 
nation;  Wofford  is  the  smallest.  To  our  credit.  PC 
is  recognized  for  having  the  most  active  alumni 
program  in  the  nation  under  the  leadership  of  Maj. 
Gen.  (Ret.)  James  B.  Allen,  a  1955  PC  graduate, 
and  I  believe  the  actions  taken  in  the  past  1 2  months 
bv  the  college  administration  and  alumni  indicate 


just  how  serious  this  institution  is  in  keeping  the 
ROTC  tradition  alive  on  this  campus." 

The  question  is  whether  the  military  officials 
making  the  tough  decision  on  which  programs  to 
close  will  give  PC  one  more  reprieve. 

"We're  talking  about  eight  years  of  non- 
productivity,"  Thomas  said.  "Cadet  Command 
examines  the  previous  10-year  period  and  the  most 
recent  five-year  period,  and  our  program  does  not 
fare  well  in  those  evaluations.  Strictly  evaluating 
the  numbers,  the  ROTC  program  at  PC  should  have 
been  closed  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

"While  not  being  out  of  the  woods  yet.  I  can 
see  a  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel,  and  I  believe  our 


projected  numbers  over  the  next  several  years  are 
worthy  to  keep  this  program  going." 

Thomas  cites  three  factors  in  PC's  favor. 
First  is  the  monetary  incentive  that  the  college's 
administration  has  committed  for  financial  aid  and 
scholarships.  Second  is  the  alumni  program  that, 
he  said,  results  in  weekly  calls  from  other  campus 
cadre  interested  in  emulating  PC's  success. 

And  last,  but  not  least,  is  the  76-year  tradition 
of  ROTC  that  exists  on  this  campus. 

"PC  has  got  a  rich  heritage,"  Thomas  said, 
"and  it  is  proud  of  that  heritage  of  service  to  the 
Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States." 


Funds  Sought  For  Templeton  Center  Addition 


Sports  medicine  complex  to  be  named  for  '43  alum; 
team  complex  to  include  offices,  dressing  rooms 


More  than  $575,000  has  been  raised  in  the 
$1.5  million  campaign  for  the  Templeton  Center 
Team  Complex  and  Sports  Medicine  Center. 

The  campaign  was  announced  during  the 
Scotsman  Club  banquet  held  during  Homecoming 
weekend  in  September. 

"We  certainly  want  to  thank  those  Presbyte- 
rian College  boosters  who  have  already  made  a 
difference  in  the  Team  Complex  and  Sports  Medi- 


cine Center  Campaign."  said  Bill  Kinard.  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Scotsman  Club.  "Much  has 
been  accomplished,  but  much  remains  to  be  done." 

The  addition,  which  will  extend  Templeton 
Physical  Education  Center  toward  the  tennis  courts, 
will  house  10  coaching  offices,  five  women's  team 
dressing  rooms,  four  men's  team  dressing  rooms, 
and  a  team  meeting  room. 

Also,  the  building  behind  Templeton  Center 


that  has  previously  housed  an  indoor  rifle  range 
will  be  turned  into  a  sports  medicine  complex  for 
the  Blue  Hose  athletic  program  (illustrated  below). 
The  funds  for  that  part  of  the  project  have  already 
been  committed  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kemper  Lake  of 
Whitmire,  S.C..  and  the  sports  medicine  facility 
will  bear  their  name.  Lake,  a  retired  physician,  is  a 
1943  PC  alumnus. 

Other  naming  opportunities  remain,  ranging 
from  the  Team  Complex  (a  gift  of  $300,000)  to 
individual  coaching  offices  at  $15,000  each. 

"Gifts  of  all  sizes  are  greatly  appreciated," 
Kinard  said.  "We  welcome  any  level  of  giving."

n  particular  T-shirt  caught  his  eye  as  he 
stood  at  the  Belk  Auditorium  lectern,  and  Dr. 
Syngman  Rhee  took  note  of  it  as  he  talked  about  the 
ongoing  struggle  for  unification  of  Korea. 

"I  see  a  shirt  that  has  these  words:  'Attitude 
Determines  Altitude.'  I  like  that  very  much.  In  the 
same  manner,  I  believe  that  'Faith  Determines 
Future.'  and  I  have  great  faith  that  the  future  of 
Korea  is  as  one." 

Rhee,  associate  director  of  Worldwide  Min- 
istries for  PCUSA,  spoke  at  a  Presbyterian  College 
convocation  on  Oct.  2.  He  had  come  to  PC  during 
a  two-day  meeting  that  brought  officials  of  Han 
Nam  University  in  South  Korea  together  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  12  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  U.S.  that  have  "sister-school"  relationships 
with  Han  Nam. 

He  addressed  the  issue  of  the  Korean  Jubilee, 
the  50th  anniversary  of  independence  from  Japan. 
The  celebration,  he  said,  was  a  bittersweet  one, 
however,  because  of  the  continued  impasse  be- 
tween the  governments  of  North  and  South  Korea. 


"There  are  10  million  di- 
vided families  between  North 
and  South  Korea,"  Rhee  said. 
"They  know  nothing  of  the 
situation  of  their  family  members  because  commu- 
nication between  the  countries  does  not  exist." 

At  the  age  of  19  in  December  of  1950,  Rhee 
fled  from  North  Korea  to  South  Korea  with  his  17- 
year-old  brother.  Eventually  he  came  to  the  United 
States  to  study  and  teach,  and  he  found  himself  in 
the  middle  of  the  civil  rights  struggle  of  the  1960s. 

"1  realized  that  discrimination  by  color  was 
not  the  will  of  God,"  Rhee  explained,  "so  I  joined 
the  civil  rights  marches." 

His  experience  from  that  era  fuels  his  opti- 
mism that  a  unified  Korea  will  one  day  emerge. 

"To  those  of  us  who  receive  much  from  the 
love  of  God,  much  is  expected  in  reconciliation." 
he  said.  "I'm  longing  for  a  day  when  families  in  one 
half  of  Korea  can  find  out  something  about  their 
loved  ones  in  the  other  half.  In  a  world  where  we 
can  pick  up  a  phone  and  call  anywhere  in  the  world.

it  is  an  unthinkable  possibility  to  call  between  the 
capital  cities  of  Seoul  and  Pyongyang,  a  distance 
of  only  150  miles." 

But  the  issue  of  Korean  reconciliation  is  not 
simply  a  concern  for  Koreans.  Rhee  said.  Chris- 
tians everywhere  should  recognize  what  is  at  stake. 

"What  does  it  mean  for  Americans  to  be 
concerned  about  these  issues?"  he  said.  "Well,  the 
U.S.  has  a  great  deal  of  influence  in  what  will 
happen.  I  have  a  dream  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  will  call  the  President  of  South  Korea 
and  the  President  of  North  Korea  to  meet  at  Camp 
David,  where  they  will  shake  hands  and  sign  an 
agreement. 

"May  we  will  be  called  once  again  to  the 
basic  fundamental  of  Christians  as  peacemakers. 
After  all,  we  are  different,  but  we  are  one  in  the 
bodv  of  Jesus  Christ."

Han  Nam  President 
Returns  To  PC 
For  Conference

Ur.  Chong  Min  Pak  smiled  as  he  peered 
across  the  west  plaza  of  Presbyterian  College. 
Granted,  he  had  traveled  from  half  a  world  away  to 
make  only  his  second  visit  to  this  place,  but  he 
appeared  right  at  home. 

Perhaps,  as  president  of  a  Presbyterian  church- 
related  institution,  he  had  discovered  how  mission 
statements  have  a  way  of  translating  through  lan- 
guages and  transcending  cultural  differences. 

"We  started  these  sister-school  relationships 
in  1977  with  American  colleges  and  universities." 
said  Pak.  president  of  Han  Nam  University  in 
Taejon.  South  Korea.  "Our  philosophy  was  that 
having  sister  schools  in  the  United  States  would 
offer  opportunities  for  exchanging  students,  or 
conducting  seminars  or  workshops  together." 

Han  Nam  University,  founded  in  1956  by 
Presbyterian  missionaries  and  still  related  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea,  now  has  relation- 
ships with  a  dozen  institutions  in  the  United  States, 
including  Green  Mountain  College  in  Vermont. 
Maryville  College  in  Tennessee,  and  three  Presby- 
terian schools  in  North  Carolina  —  Queens  Col- 
lege in  Charlotte.  Montreat-Anderson  College  in 
Montreat.  and  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Collese  in

Laurinburg. 

In  October  of  1994.  PC  became  a  member  of 
that  group  when  officials  from  Han  Nam  came  to 
Clinton  to  sign  an  historic  agreement. 

Now.  a  year  later,  Chong  Min  Pak  was  back 
on  the  Presbyterian  College  campus  for  a  two-day 
meeting  that  brought  all  the  Han  Nam  "sister 
schools"  together.  As  part  of  that  event,  represen- 
tatives of  the  various  schools  attended  a  special 
convocation  featuring  Dr.  Syngman  Rhee.  associ- 
ate director  of  Worldwide  Ministries  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  USA.,  who  spoke  on  the  Korean 
Jubilee  —  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  that 
country's  independence  from  Japanese  rule. 

Rhee's  address  focused  on  how  far  the  world 
had  come  in  many  respects,  and  yet  how  the  people 
of  North  and  South  Korea  continue  to  be  divided. 
Pak  reflected  on  the  role  that  cultural  exchange 
programs  can  play  in  breaking  down  barriers. 

"Right  now  we  have  10  or  12  of  our  students 
spending  a  year  of  undergraduate  study  in  the 
United  States,  with  two  of  them  here  at  Presbyte- 
rian College,"  Pak  said.  "We  also  have  four  or  five 
students  in  the  Philippines  and  several  in  Japan. 

"The  benefits  depend  a  lot  on  the  individual. 


but  a  student  can  certainly  learn  new  ways  of  life. 
They  can  certainly  improve  their  language  skills." 
Pak  said.  "Even  in  a  one-year  study  exchange, 
young  people  can  learn  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
similarities,  just  as  there  are  differences  (between 
cultures)." 

One  individual  who  learned  about  the  value 
of  living  and  studying  in  a  culture  different  than  his 
own  was  John  Somerville,  a  1949  Presbyterian 
College  graduate  who  came  to  Korea  as  a  Presby- 
terian missionary  more  than  40  years  ago.  Eventu- 
ally he  joined  the  Han  Nam  University  faculty, 
where  he  remained  for  more  than  25  years.  I  t 
was  Somerville.  who  now  lives  in  Montreat.  N.C., 
following  his  retirement  last  year  from  Han  Nam. 
who  encouraged  PC  to  develop  a  relationship  with 
the  South  Korean  university. 

And  while  he  has  left  the  Han  Nam  campus, 
he  is  certainly  not  forgotten. 

"We  deeply  appreciate  what  he  meant  to  our 
institution."  Pak  said.  "He  was  a  most  special 
assistant  to  me  and  others  at  Han  Nam  University. 

"And  much  of  what  is  happening  here  (dur- 
ing the  two-day  event)  is  because  of  John 
Somerville."

Sibley  Family  Establishes  Special  Han  Nam  Scholarship 


Decause  Bill  and  Nancy  Sibley  of  Greenville. 
S.C..  had  created  a  Presbyterian  College  scholar- 
ship several  years  ago  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Sibley's 
parents,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Holland,  it  «  as 
not  unusual  for  them  to  receive  the  college's  quar- 
terly magazine.  But  it  came  as  a  great  surprise 
when  the  Sibleys  read  in  the  Winter  1994  issue  of 
Presbyterian  College  Magazine  that  PC  had  estab- 
lished a  relationship  with  Han  Nam  University. 

"My  parents  went  to  Korea  and  spent  three 
years  at  the  university  after  my  father  retired  from 
the  textile  business."  Bill  Sibley  explained.  "Daddy 
served  in  the  business  administration  office  from 
1 964-67  while  my  mother  taught  the  mission  school 
children.  It  was  a  very  special  experience  for  them, 
and  the  university  honored  my  father  with  several 
medals  to  recognize  his  service  to  the  school."

"When  we  learned  that  PC  had 
become  affiliated  with  Han  Nam  Uni- 
versity, it  made  sense  to  us  that  an 
appropriate  way  to  remember  the  work 
my  parents  did  was  to  establish  a 
scholarship  in  their  honor."

/wo  acts  of  heroism  by  a  Presbyterian 
College  freshman  from  Thomasville.  Ga„ 
earned  him  a  Young  American  Medal  for  Brav- 
ery award  in  Washington.  DC,  this  fall. 

William  J.  "Josh"  Lewis  III.  19.  credited 
with  saving  two  lives  during  separate 
Thomasville  traffic  accidents  in  1993  received 
the  award  from  U.S.  Attorney  Gen.  Janet  Reno. 

In  October  1993,  the  car  Lewis  was  driv- 
ing lost  a  back  wheel,  slammed  into  an  embank- 
ment, flipped  over  and  burst  into  flames.  After 
escaping.  Lewis  went  back  into  the  car  for  his 
unconscious  friend,  Leslye  Eddings.  who  was 
trapped.  He  ripped  Eddings'  seat  belt  loose  and 
pulled  her  to  safety  through  a  window. 

The  second  incident  occurred  two  months 
later  when  Lewis  rescued  Woodrina  Ellis  from  her 
car.  which  burst  into  flames  after  hitting  a  tree 
outside  the  Lewis  home. 

For  his  acts.  Lewis  was  awarded  the  Georgia 
Citizen's  Courage  Award  in  1994  by  Tim  Ryles, 
the  state's  Insurance  and  Safety  Fire  Commis- 
sioner. He  was  nominated  for  the  Young  American 
Medal  of  Bravery  by  Gov.  Zell  Miller  and  received 
a  letter  from  the  U.S.  Justice  Department  in  Janu- 
ary informing  him  of  the  honor. 

Lewis  received  the  medal  and  certificate  from 
the  Attorney  General  at  the  Washington  ceremony 
in  August.  The  Young  American  Medals  Commit- 
tee that  selected  him  was  also  present. 

Lewis  will  be  flown  back  to  Washington  at  a 
later  date  to  meet  President  Bill  Clinton  for  an 
additional  ceremony,  and  he  has  been  notified  that 
he  is  a  nominee  for  the  Carnesie  Medal  of  Heroism.

/he  most  important  feature  of  the  Scot- 
land Experience  '95  must  be  said  about  the  34 
alumni,  spouses,  and  friends  who  made  up  the 
group.

He  strokes  his  beard  —  a 
professor  in  deep  thought. 
The  question  posed  to  Dr. 
Bill  Yarborough,  professor  of 
physics  and  computer  science  at 
Presbyterian  College,  appears  to  be 
straight-forward  enough:  When  did  computer 
technology  really  explode9 

A  smile  crosses  his  face  as  he  looks  around 
his  Richardson  Hall  office. 

Small  monitors,  large  monitors.  Keyboards  and 
mouse  pads.  Hard  drives  of  all  makes  and  configurations. 
Manuals  and  textbooks,  floppy  disks  and  CDs.  A  quick  inventory  of 
the  hardware  and  software  on  his  shelves  would  most  likely  reveal  a 
telling  history  of  how  great  — 
and  how  continuous  —  the 
technological  advances  have 
been. 

Especially  at  Presbyte- 
rian College. 

"There  has  been  rapid 
change  going  on  for  many 
years,"  Yarborough  says.  "It 
goes  back  to  when  the  college 
first  put  a  portion  of  its 
administrative  records  on 
computer  in  the  late  1960s 
under  the  coordination  of  Bill 
Cannon.

Students  began  accessing  the  World  Wide  Web  in  the 
Richardson  Hall  Microcomputer  Lab  this  fall. 


came  into  existence  in  1977  for  commercial  purposes  —  the  Apple  II, 
the  TRS  80.  Then  IBM  got  involved  in  1981  and  the  Macintosh  come 
onto  the  market  in  1984.  Those  were  all  pretty  big  changes. 

"We  got  our  first  microcomputer  lab  down  here  in  1983,  and  that 
was  a  big  change  —  going  from  using  one  minicomputer  with  one 
access  point  with  one  chair  that  one  person  could  sit  in  and  use,  and  all 
of  sudden  we  had  a  lab  full  of  microcomputers.  That  was  a  pretty 
drastic  jump. 

"And  when  we  went  from  a  single-use  minicomputer  for 
academic  computing  to  a  multiuser  Prime  computer  in  the  early  1980s, 
that  was  also  a  big  jump." 

With  that,  he  pauses  and  shakes  his  head.  The  answer  doesn't 
end  there. 

"I  think  what  is  probably  changing  very  rapidly  these  days  is  the 
number  of  people  who  are 
actively  involved  and  inter- 
ested," Yarborough  says.  "Even 
as  recently  as  a  couple  of  years 
ago,  most  people  who  were  not 
specifically  involved  in 
computing  in  some  way  found 
computers  primarily  useful  for 
word  processing  and  little  else. 
Now,  a  lot  more  people  are 
finding  a  lot  more  use  for 
computers  —  and  that  has  caused 
one  of  the  biggest  changes. 
Another  thoughtful 
pause.  Another  knowing  smile. 
"It's  as  if  it  has  been 
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bursts  of  changes.  And  I  don't  think  it  has  stopped  yet." 
Quite  the  contrary.  On  the  PC  campus,  in  fact,  another 

technological  revolution  is  set  to  take  place. 

Presbyterian  College  has  launched  into  cyberspace. 

Never-ending  advancements 

In  his  position  as  dean  of  administrative  services,  Morris 
Galloway  deals  with  all  things  electronic  and  computerized.  From 
installing  call  waiting  on  the  residence  hall  telephone  system  to 
securing  the  newest  high-speed,  multi-function  photocopying  apparati, 
Galloway  finds  himself  immersed  in  various  technologies. 

His  primary  concern,  however,  is  administrative  computing.  The 
1979  Presbyterian  College  graduate  has  overseen  this  function  of 
campus  activity  since  the  mid-1980s,  and  he  has  more  than  once 
described  any  attempt  to  stay  current  with  the  never-ending  techno- 
logical advances  akin  to  "drinking  from  a  fire  hydrant." 

But  —  somehow,  some  way  —  he  has,  indeed,  kept  his  alma 
mater  in  step  with  emerging  technologies,  whether  it  be  installing  a 
fiber  optic  network  for  all  campus  administrative  and  academic 
facilities  or  moving  to  a  new,  comprehensive  administrative  computer 
system  that  ties  together  all  functions  of  the  college. 

Like  Yarborough,  he  remembers  clearly  the  college's  computing 
"roots"  and  smiles  at  what  now  sounds  like  technology's  version  of 
chisels  and  stone  tablets. 


"When  I  was  here  as  a  student  in  1975,  we  had  one  small 
computer  on  campus  and  it  was  used  for  limited  student  instruction," 
he  recalls.  "The  college  did  its  payroll  and  grade  processing  at  Clinton 
Mills.  I  remember  when  we  developed  an  admissions  system  on  that 
old  machine  —  and  it  was  on  punch  cards. 

"In  the  early  1980s,  we  purchased  the  Prime  minicomputer  and 
then  shortly  after  that  we  got  the  IBM  System  36  that  is  now  being 
phased  out  by  the  new  administrative  system." 

With  each  advancement.  Presbyterian  College  moved  to  a  higher 
level  of  computer  sophistication.  The  technology,  in  both  hardware 
and  software,  enabled  the  institution  to  improve  its  performance  — 
and  heighten  its  appreciation  for  what  more  might  be  out  there,  such 
as  an  on-line  card  catalog  for  the  library,  a  campus  connection  to  the 
Internet,  and  providing  greater  faculty  and  student  exposure  and 
access  to  computer  resources. 

Now  comes  the  newest  step  in  PC's  well-choreographed  march 
into  that  brave,  new  world  of  computer  technology:  the  World  Wide 
Web. 

The  Nov.  13  issue  of  U.S.News  &  World  Report  calls  the  Web 
"an  expanding  universe  of  networks  that  has  doubled  in  size  annually 
for  a  decade  and  now  spans  150  nations."  Some  6.64  million 
computers  are  estimated  to  be  on  the  Web,  and  more  than  100,000 
Web  "sites"  have  been  established  —  but  if  one  trusts  the  U.S.  News 


Instant  dialogue  half  a  world  away 

We're  becoming  a  global  community,  so  the  catch  phrase  goes.  And  yet  the  vast  majority 
of  Americans  do  not  really  experience  the  truth  of  that  statement. 

Dr.  Rachel  Stewart  is  one  who  does. 

The  Presbyterian  College  faculty  member  sits  in  a  small  visiting  professor's  office  at  the 
University  of  Tromso  in  Norway,  and  carries  on  friendly  debates  with  her  colleagues  —  at  PC. 

Meanwhile,  she  maintains  an  ongoing  dialogue  with  colleagues  who  contact  her  with 
requests  to  lecture  at  their  campuses  —  in  Sweden  and  Finland. 

Such  is  the  beauty  and  splendor  of  electronic  mail  on  the  Internet. 

"The  e-mail  technology  is  invaluable  for  my  work  at  PC  and  here,"  Stewart  writes  —  via 
e-mail,  of  course.  "PC  students  write  me  by  e-mail  requesting  recommendations,  some  14  so 
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Dr.  Rachel  Stewart  is  teaching  in 
Norway  this  year,  but  is  only  an 
e-mail  away  from  PC. 

far,  debates  among  the  PC  English  department  members  are  being  handled  by  e-mail  this  year,  and  I  receive  all  the  faculty  announcements  that  go 
out  from  PC  on  e-mail,  too." 

As  a  Fulbright  grant  recipient  spending  the  academic  year  in  Norway,  Stewart  might  have  been  severely  out  of  touch  with  her  home  campus 
in  a  not-too-distant  past  place  and  time,  but  the  instantaneous  Internet  contact  through  electronic  mail  has  changed  all  that. 

"I  am  all  the  time  at  home,  therefore,  in  two  good  places  —  one  south  and  one  far,  far  north,"  she  writes.

claim  that  the  number  doubles  every  10  weeks,  then  there  might  be 
another  50,000  sites  up  and  running  by  the  time  this  magazine  rolls  off 
the  press. 

These  numbers  don't  profile  an  emerging  technology,  but  an 
exploding  revolution  —  not  only  in  how  college  faculty  and  students 
will  use  the  Internet  in  a  liberal  arts  education,  but,  moreover,  how 
society  in  the  21st  century  will  function. 

And  Presbyterian  College  intends  to  be  at  the  forefront,  utilizing 
the  Web  for  the  main 
purpose  of  education  and 
instruction,  as  well  as  a 
secondary  focus  on 
marketing  the  school  and 
its  resources  to  the  fast- 
growing  population  in 
cyberspace. 

"I  don't  hesitate  at  all 
to  predict  that  you'll 
continue  to  see  explosive 
growth  in  the  amount  of 
content  that's  being 
provided  on  the  Web," 
Galloway  says.  "Most  of 
the  Internet  service 
providers  are  scrambling  to 
upgrade  their  network 
capacities  to  meet  the 
demand. 

"Colleges  and 

universities  will  develop  all  kinds  of  academic  opportunities  on  the 
Web,  and  there's  no  doubt  that  PC  is  interested  in  providing  content  in 
areas  where  we  may  have  special  programs  or  special  strengths,  such 
as  the  Russell  Program  or  the  Knight  Program.  The  academic 
possibilities  are  truly  exciting. 

"And  we  can  certainly  tell  our  story  this  way,  which  is  what  we 
are  doing  in  developing  our  own  Presbyterian  College  Home  Page  and 
Web  site.  The  benefits  there  also  have  the  possibility  to  be  tremen- 
dous." 

But  regardless  of  the  application  that  a  higher  education 
institution  or  an  individual  faculty  member  might  choose,  Galloway 
says,  the  focus  for  a  liberal  arts  college  will  begin  with  the  student. 

"We  can  certainly  show  our  students  what's  out  there  on  the 
World  Wide  Web."  he  says.  "That's  fundamental.  It's  similar  to  a 
college  student  50  years  ago  who  didn't  know  how  to  use  the  library 
—  we  would  really  call  into  question  the  college  that  educated  him.

Well,  a  college  graduate  today  who  does  not  know  how  to  find 
information  electronically  will  be  at  a  severe  disadvantage." 


State-of-the-art  technology 

So  the  question  suddenly  becomes  not  if  Presbyterian  College 
will  choose  to  stay  current  with  Internet  developments,  but  how  that 
will  be  accomplished. 

One  part  of  the  answer 
to  that  query  now  stands 
at  the  comer  of  the  west 
plaza,  rising  four  stories 
out  of  the  ground  on 
which  Spencer  Hall  once 
stood. 

The  new  mathematics 
and  social  sciences  center 
comes  on-line  in  January, 
both  figuratively  and 
literally.  Not  only  will  the 
college  begin  classes 
there  when  the  spring 
semester  begins  on  Jan.  9 
(see  page  2),  but  it  will 
do  so  featuring  state-of- 
the-art  computer 
technology,  including  a 
microcomputer  lab  with 
21  high-powered  units,  all 


with  access  to  the  World  Wide  Web. 

"It's  going  to  be  a  tremendous  facility,"  says  Yarborough,  who, 
as  PC's  coordinator  of  academic  computing,  had  the  task  of  outfitting 
the  new  building's  computer  lab.  "I  know  of  several  courses  outside 
math  and  the  social  sciences,  such  as  music,  art,  and  business,  that  will 
be  held  in  the  new  building  so  they  can  have  the  computer-projection 
capability." 

When  the  spring  semester  does  commence,  PC  students  will  have 
e-mail  access  to  more  than  65  public  computers  on  campus.  Of  those, 
about  half  will  also  have  access  to  the  World  Wide  Web,  and  plans  are 
for  that  number  to  increase  by  more  than  25  machines  by  the  start  of 
the  fall  semester  in  1996. 

Meanwhile,  practically  every  faculty  and  staff  member  has 
access  to  e-mail  through  their  personal  office  computer,  and  access  to 
the  Web  will  begin  to  climb  in  the  coming  weeks  and  months. 

As  it  stands,  PC  lists  some  1,026  e-mail  accounts  already  — 
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more  than  two-thirds  belonging  to  students.  It's  safe  to  predict,  then, 
that  in  virtually  no  time,  the  Web  will  be  weaving  its  way  into  the  form 
and  function  of  liberal  arts  education  at  Presbyterian  College. 

One  faculty  member  who  already  has  had  a  glimpse  of  what's  in 
store  is  Dr.  David  Evans.  The  associate  professor  of  chemistry  has 
been  active  on  text-only  versions  of  the  Internet  for  the  past  few  years, 
using  the  network  to  transmit  data  to  a  colleague  at  Louisiana  State 
University  involved  in  a  joint  research  project.  Evans  now  has  begun 
searching  the  Web  for  resources,  and  already  he  sees  potential  —  if  not 
in  his  research,  then  certainly  for  his  teaching. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  chemistry  resources  out  there  in  terms  of 
programs  and  data  bases."  he  says.  "It's  so  early  in  the  process  that  it's 
hard  for  me  to  envision  where  it's  all  going  to  go.  but  it's  definitely 
going  to  be  a  tremendous  tool. 

"I've  said  for  a  long  time  that  there  is  a  lot  of  trivial  stuff  and 
meaningless  information  out  there  to  wade  through  on  the  Internet,  but 
it's  worth  it  to  find  that  nugget  of  gold.  Well,  the  Web  has  a  lot  of  that, 
too,  but  it's  easier  to  find  those  gems  —  and,  believe  me.  there  are  a 
lot  of  gems  out  there." 


Right  in  the  mainstream 

As  those  in  the  know  brace  themselves  for  the  Web  explosion  on 
the  PC  campus,  then,  where  do  they  see  the  college  in  terms  of  on-line 


technology'1  Where,  in  the  grand  scheme  of  things,  does  PC  rate  in  the 
category  of  technology? 

Galloway  points  to  several  surveys  that  would  indicate  that 
Presbyterian  College  is  certainly  not  taking  a  backseat  to  its 
comparison  group. 

"We're  probably  pretty  much  in  the  mainstream."  he  says.  "We 
had  an  Internet  connection  several  years  before  most  other  small 
colleges  in  South  Carolina  —  a  lot  of  people  were  thinking  about  it 
during  that  time,  but  we  were  the  first  to  move.  And  the  same  is  true  of 
campus  fiber  —  we're  probably  a  little  bit  ahead  of  the  midpoint  of  the 
pack  on  that.  We've  also  increased  our  link  speed  with  a  T-l  line  this 
fall  (that  transmits  1.5  million  bits  per  second).  A  lot  of  schools  are 
talking  about  wiring  the  dorms,  which  we  haven't  done. 

"So  overall  if  you  compare  us  to  the  sorts  of  institutions  that  we 
say  we're  similar  to  —  good,  quality  liberal  arts  schools  —  then  we're 
certainly  keeping  up.  If  you  compare  us  to  the  whole  universe  of 
small,  private  liberal  arts  schools,  we're  probably  staying  a  little  bit 
ahead. 

"The  technology  moves  so  fast  that  just  to  stay  a  little  bit  ahead 
means  you're  moving  pretty  fast." 

Yarborough  also  likes  where  PC  is  now  positioned. 

"I  think  we're  well  poised."  he  says.  "Maybe  not  the  leading 
edge,  but  close  enough  to  the  leading  edge  of  small  colleges  moving 
into  this  technology  so  that  we  don't  have  to  make  any  apologies  about 


On-line  sports,  news  keep  alumni,  friends  in  touch  with  PC 


Alan  Teague  has  become  especially  popular  lately  with  a  couple  of  co-workers  at  Constar  International  in  Atlanta 

Having  recently  connected  to  the  Internet,  he  has  been  receiving  a  particular  weekly  e-mail  item  that  he  has 
subsequently  printed  to  paper  and  circulated  to  Dave  Hobbs  and  James  Smith  —  and  they've  been  grateful. 

The  three  are  all  alumni  of  Presbyterian  College,  and  the  e-mail  is  a  weekly  summary  of  campus  news 
about  their  alma  mater. 

PC  began  three  separate  on-line  services  in  October:  a  weekly  news  e-mailing.  a  twice-weekly  Blue  Hose 
sports  e-mailing,  and  an  on-line  alumni  discussion  group.  The  subscription  lists  for  these  no-cost.  Internet 
services  have  grown  surprisingly  fast,  and  reviews  have  been  positive. 

"It's  a  great  way  for  me  to  keep  up  with  alumni  information  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  folks  I  went  to  school 
with,"  says  Teague,  a  '78  grad.  "And  the  on-line  newsletter  ties  me  into  PC  in  a  way  that  isn't  possible  otherwise. 
I'm  very  excited  about  it  all."

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where  we  stand.  There  aren't  many  large  universities  very  far  ahead  of 
us  in  the  academic  program;  certainly  not  any  small  colleges. 

"Our  academic  computing  labs  have  always  been  among  the  best 
in  small  colleges  in  our  area,  especially  with  the  enhancements  that 
have  been  made  every  year." 

But  what  of  future  years'1  It's  a  question  that  both  Galloway  and 
Yarborough  admit  they  have  tried  to  predict  too  often  —  with  little 
accuracy. 

"I've  tried  to  answer  the  question  of  what  will  happen  next  — 
and  I've  been  wrong  so  many  times."  Yarborough  says  with  a  grin. 
"There  have  been  major  significant  changes  in  microcomputing  on  the 
average  of  every  two  or  three  years  since  microcomputers  became 
commercially  available. 

"What  I  thought  was  going  to  happen  for  at  least  10  years  was 
that  there  would  be  rapid  climb  and  then  a  slowdown,  but  it  has  never 
begun  to  taper  off.  There  has  been  a  continuous  rapid  climb  —  in 
capabilities  of  the  hardware  and  software,  the  kinds  of  uses  people  are 
putting  computers  to  and  the  number  of  people  who  are  interested." 


Students  in 
the  Introduction  to 
Computer  Science 
course  had  a  most 
interesting  in-class 
assignment  a  few  weeks  ago. 
Their  instructor.  Dr.  Bill 
Yarborough.  asked  them  to  locate 
the  following  five  items: 

•  The  words  and  music  to  "Grandma  Got  Run  Over  By  a 
Reindeer:" 

•  An  available  hotel  room  in  San  Francisco  where  a  couple  could 
spend  New  Year's  Eve  for  less  than  $100; 

•  A  picture  of  Mona  Lisa; 

•  The  annotated  text  of  the  Gettysburg  Address,  preferably  with  a 
photocopy  of  the  actual  document  in  Lincoln's  handwriting: 


But  even  as  imperfect  a  science  as  such  predictions  are,  officials 
at  small  college  campuses  still  have  to  attempt  educated  —  and 
educational  —  guesses  about  where  the  information  superhighway  is 
headed. 

"If  we're  going  to  teach  our  students  about  effective  use  of 
technology,  we  have  to  be  relatively  current,"  Galloway  says,  "and  that 
means  that  sometimes  we  have  to  make  our  best  guess  as  to  which 
direction  the  industry  is  moving  —  and  try  to  be  there. 

"I'm  pleased,  but  not  satisfied  where  PC  now  stands.  We've  done 
a  lot  of  things  and  made  a  lot  of  progress,  but  we've  got  more  to  do. 
Some  of  it's  just  being  ready  when  the  faculty  or  other  members  of  the 
college  say.  'We  need  to  have  this  or  that...' 

"I've  been  out  of  graduate  school  since  1981.  and  so  much  has 
changed  —  there's  no  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  next  15  years,  the 
pace  of  change  is  going  to  be  slower  than  it  has  been  in  the  last  15." 

Quite  the  contrary. 

After  all.  advancements  in  cyberspace  are  likely  to  move  at  warp 
speed.

•  A  boarding  school  in  the  Northeast  where  a  parent  could  enroll 
a  precocious  8-year-old  in  January. 

And  he  gave  the  students  only  20  minutes  to  find  them  all. 

Huh? 

On  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Ah. 

"Just  to  show  you  how  powerful  a  tool  this  is,  I  had  spent  just  a 
class  and  a  half  on  Web  search  techniques,"  Yarborough  says.  "Now 
that's  a  pretty  good  range  of  items,  and  yet  before  I  had  finished 
reading  the  list,  one  of  the  students  had  already  found  the  first  one. 

"I  gave  them  the  last  20  minutes  of  the  class  period,  but 
everyone  had  the  searches  completed  in  five  or  less." 

Welcome  to  the  Web.  a  hypermedia  information  network  that 
links  resources  all  over  the  globe.  Information  is  published  on  Web 
pages  or  "sites."  which  can  include  text,  graphics,  audio,  and  video  — 
and  can  be  connected  with  other  pages  and  sites  through  hyperlinks. 
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With  the  simple  point  and  click  of  a  mouse  on  one  of  these  "links,"  the 
viewer  can  be  transported  to  another  location  —  on  the  same  site  or  on 
the  other  side  of  the  world  —  instantly. 

It's  a  resource  that  the  average  Joe  Mousepad  is  just  beginning  to 
discover  —  and  what  a  discovery  it  is. 

A  virtual  wonder 

Download  a  videoclip  of  the  latest  U.S.  House  debate  from 
CNN's  Web  site.  Find  out  which  theaters  in  the  country  are  now 
playing  the  movie,  "Toy  Story,"  from  the  Walt  Disney  Web  site.  Order 
a  World  Champions  sweatshirt  from  the  Atlanta  Braves'  Web  site. 

Call  it  a  virtual  marketplace,  media  center,  and  theme  park  all 
rolled  into  one.  Businesses,  ranging 
from  major  corporate  outlets  to  local 
Mom  'n'  Pops  have  rushed  to  establish 
a  Home  Page  presence,  while  —  on  the 
receiving  end  —  cybersurfers  of  all  ages 
sit  back  and  witness  the  explosion  of 
this  gee-whiz  technological  wonder. 

Bill  Yarborough  counts  himself  as 
one  of  those  who  have  uncovered  the 
treasures  lurking  out  there,  somewhere. 
But  his  excitement  comes  not  from  the 
movie  clips  or  major  league  parapherna- 
lia, but  from  the  academic  resources  that 
sit  out  on  the  Web,  in  abundance. 

"It's  phenomenal  what  is  out  there 
already,  and  it's  just  going  to  grow  at  an  amazing  rate,"  he  says.  "Just 
as  an  example,  I  ran  a  search  the  other  day  and  found  more  than  90 
(Web)  sites  dealing  with  Bosnia.  Some  were  absolutely  current  news 
sites,  and  some  were  clearly  people  with  axes  to  grind  and  obvious 
points  of  view  off  the  mainstream.  Some  were  scholarly  experts  and 
professionals,  while  some  were  Bosnian  graduate  students  who  wanted 
to  make  sure  that  their  home  point  of  view  was  out  there  for 
publication." 

It's  a  trend  that  he  sees  as  especially  valuable  for  those 
individuals  in  certain  disciplines. 

"I  think  where  it's  going  to  be  especially  valuable,  at  least  early 
on,  will  be  in  the  social  sciences,  the  humanities,  and  any  study  of 
current  events,"  Yarborough  said.  "For  instance,  I  bet  you  could  find 
home  page  after  home  page  about  Shakespeare:  you'd  probably  find 
maps  of  Stratford  showing  where  his  house  was,  pictures  of  the  layout 
of  the  stage,  illustrations  of  period  costumes.  And  that's  not  to  mention 
the  written  information  that  would  be  published  on  the  Web." 


Scholarly  resources  can  be  found  on  World 
Wide  Web  sites  for  students  and  faculty. 


A  virtual  library,  perhaps?  What  does  that  mean  to  those  stately 
brick-and-mortar  structures  on  campuses  that  were  heretofore  known 
as  the  main  resource  for  scholarly  writing? 

It  means,  Yarborough  says,  that  instead  of  becoming  obsolete, 
the  library  will  actually  become  even  more  valuable,  because  that's 
where  the  skills  to  locate  these  resources  will  be  taught. 

A  library  resource 

"The  library  will  be  where  students  learn  searching  techniques," 
he  says.  "The  finding  of  information  is  a  fairly  critical  role  of  the 
library,  so  one  of  the  mandates  the  library  will  have  to  face  is  how  the 
college  prepares  students  to  research  on  the  Web.  Instead  of  being  a 
substitute  for  the  library,  the  Web  will  be 
an  enhancement. 

"For  instance,  I  don't  think  any 
scholarly  topic  in  the  social  sciences  and 
the  humanities  is  not  going  to  be 
published  on  the  Web  in  the  next  year  or 
two  or  three,  because  that's  where  I  think 
a  lot  of  people  are  going  to  do  their 
master's  theses  and  doctoral  dissertations. 
The  end  result  will  be  a  major  Web  page 
that  will  be  a  lot  more  accessible  than  if 
that  individual  simply  stores  his 
dissertation  at  his  university  where  PC's 
library  will  never  be  able  to  get  its  hands 
on  it. 

"So  the  library  can  become  even  more  important,  but  it  becomes 
more  than  four  walls  and  shelves  of  books.  Part  of  being  library- 
literate  will  involve  being  able  to  use  the  Internet,  particularly  the 
Web,  to  find  these  resources." 

The  library,  of  course,  has  always  been  where  resources  can 
be  located  —  and,  more  importantly,  where  students  learn  the  techniques 
necessary  to  seek  information.  As  student  services  librarian  for  many 
years,  Jane  Presseau  has  been  the  key  person  in  helping  students  use 
indexes  and  abstracts,  ThomCat  (the  library's  own  computerized 
catalog),  and  other  on-line  bibliographic  services. 

So  where  does  the  Web  fit  in?  Diane  Yarborough  serves  as  PC's 
technical  services  librarian,  and  as  she  sees  it,  this  will  be  an  extension 
of  those  services. 

"You've  got  to  realize  that  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  information 
on  the  Internet,  and  not  all  Web  information  is  created  equal,"  she 
says.  "There  needs  to  be  some  guidance,  and  that  is  the  library  staff's 
role,  to  help  students  understand  not  only  where  to  find  specific 
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information,  but  how  to  evaluate  it.  Can  I  trust  this  source''  Do  I  need 
to  look  in  more  than  one  place'1 

"In  my  opinion,  you're  talking  about  three  basic  areas  that  the 
staff  person  at  a  library  will  be  concerned  with.  First,  where  is  the 
appropriate  place  to  search  —  the  Web'  the  printed  page''  a  CD''  — 
and  what  skills  are  needed  to  do  that?  Second,  what  is  the  reliability  of 
the  information'?  And  third,  how  to  develop  the  critical  thinking 
needed  to  make  judgments  about  this  higher  level  of  information. 

"In  other  words.  I  don't  think  it's  just  going  to  be  a  matter  of 
walking  into  a  library,  sitting  down  in  front  of  a  computer,  and  hitting 
the  first  Web  page  you  come  to." 

An  eye-opening  exposure 

These  issues  will  not  be  confined  to  students,  either.  Faculty 
members  will  face  this  learning  curve  as  they  become  introduced  to 
the  wonders  of  the  Web. 

But  just  a  taste  of  this  technology  will  leave  them  hungry  for 
more,  says  Dr.  George  Ramsey,  the  Kristen  Herrington  Professor  of 
Bible,  whose  initial  ventures  out  into  cyberspace  have  been  both 
rewarding  and  eye-opening. 

"In  order  to  provide  some  material  for  the  students  in  one  of  my 
classes,  a  Web  search  on  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  found  a  Web  site  at  the 


University  of  North  Carolina  that  had  a  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  exhibit  with 
as  many  links  as  a  student  or  teacher  could  follow. 

"Since  then  I've  started  exploring  the  Web  to  see  what  resources 
are  available  for  other  areas  I'm  teaching.  What  I  would  like  to  do  is  to 
set  up  a  page  or  two  of  my  own  with  links  to  articles  or  art  museum 
home  pages,  something  that  would  be  a  launching  pad  for  my  students 
to  go  out  and  read  some  material  about  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  or  view  a 
painting  of  Jesus  at  the  Crucifixion." 

It's  simply  a  matter  of  time.  Bill  Yarborough  says. 

"There  is  no  way  that  I  can  conceive  of  a  student  working  on  any 
term  paper  in  any  area  —  from  physics  and  chemistry  and  biology 
through  the  humanities,  fine  arts,  social  sciences,  business  —  where  in 
a  matter  of  minutes  they  couldn't  find  something  useful.  Of  course,  it's 
still  going  to  be  the  job  of  a  liberal  arts  education,  however,  to  teach 
kids  not  simply  how  to  find  it.  but  how  to  use  it  once  they've  got  it." 

From  Web  searching,  the  next  obvious  step  will  be  Web 
publishing  —  and  it  will  take  only  a  few  personal  home  pages, 
Yarborough  says,  to  capture  the  students'  attention. 

"Next  semester,  three  weeks  of  microcomputing  class  will  be 
devoted  to  Web  publishing.  Students  will  be  making  Web  pages,  and 
that's  going  to  be  a  genie  that 
isn't  going  to  stay  in  the  bottle 
by  any  means." 


The  who,  what,  and  why  of  the  Web 

Before  venturing  into  cyberspace,  you  might  need  a  quick  primer  about  the  technology  and  what  it  all 
means.  The  following  "Introduction  to  Cyberspace,"  is  abridged  from  the  Nov.  13  issue  of  U.S.News  & 
World  Report: 

What  is  the  Internet? 

The  Internet  is  a  global  network  of  computers  linked  by  high-speed  data  lines  and  wireless  systems.  Established  in  1969  as 
a  military  communications  system,  it  now  allows  individuals  to  link  with  corporations,  educational  institutions,  and  other  groups. 
What  is  the  World  Wide  Web? 

The  Web  is  a  hypermedia  information  storage  system  linking  resources  around  the  world.  Browsers  allow  highlighted  words 
or  icons,  called  hyperlinks,  to  display  text,  video,  graphics,  and  sound  on  a  local  computer  screen,  no  matter  where  the  resource 
is  actually  located. 

Who  uses  the  Web? 

The  Web  has  grown  because  its  point-and-click  interface  is  easy  to  use.  Many  millions  use  it;  more  than  100,000  businesses 
and  individuals  have  Web  sites,  or  home  pages.  Users  can  span  the  world  with  a  few  clicks  after  making  a  local  phone  call. 

How  do  you  get  on  the  Web? 

On-line  services  like  America  Online,  CompuServe,  NETCOM,  the  Microsoft  Network,  Prodigy,  and  others  offer  users  the 
easiest  way  to  get  onto  the  Web  with  almost  any  computer  and  modem. 
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PC  unveils  its  World  Wide  Web  campus 


While  a  major 
focus  of  Presbyterian 
College's  venture  onto 
the  World  Wide  Web  will 
be  to  expand  educational 
opportunities  and  provide 
myriad  academic  resources,  PC 
administrators  have  not  dismissed 
the  powerful  communications  and 
marketing  tool  that  the  Internet  provides. 
Indeed,  of  the  estimated  K 
home  pages  that  have  been  published  to  date  on 
the  Web,  among  the  most  visited  are  sites  for  colleges  and  universities. 

Through  the  use  of  the  Web.  higher  education  institutions  have 
begun  marketing  themselves  to  various  constituencies,  offering 
admissions  information  for  prospective  students,  alumni  services  for 
past  students,  and  academic  and  extracurricular  information  for  current 
students.  The  better  sites  include  campus  maps,  complete  course 
descriptions,  and  event  calendars. 


The  college's  officers  in  June  approved  a  list  of  administrative 
objectives  for  the  1995-96  academic  year,  and  among  those  was  to 
establish  a  World  Wide  Web  site  for  PC.  Two  administrative  offices  — 
Public  Relations  and  Administrative  Services  —  were  assigned  to  the 
task,  and  they  wasted  no  time  in  getting  to  work. 

By  the  end  of  August,  the  college  had  contracted  with  a  new 
Internet  services  firm  in  Columbia,  S.C.  —  Renaissance  Interactive  — 
to  help  develop  the  Web  site  and  create  the  PC  home  page.  In  less  than 
two  months,  the  home  page  went  on-line  and  by  the  end  of  the  fall 
semester,  the  first  phase  of  the  project  had  been  completed. 

"We  spent  a  lot  of  time  looking  at  other  World  Wide  Web  sites." 
says  Grant  Vosburgh,  PC's  senior  director  of  public  relations.  "We 
looked  at  sites  we  thought  were  especially  appealing  and  effective,  and 
we  looked  at  some  that,  in  our  appraisal,  didn't  work  as  effectively. 

"Our  goal  was  to  create  a  Web  site  that  would  send  the  same 
messages  that  we  hope  our  printed  publications  send:  that  this  is  a 
college  of  quality,  of  beauty,  of  tradition.  At  the  same  time,  a  lot  of 
thought  went  into  how  we  could  make  the  site  easy  to  navigate.  We 
know  that  by  the  time  we  put  all  the  college's  information  into  our 
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Web  site,  it  will  be  a  massive  electronic  document,  and  we  wanted  to 
make  it  as  logical  and  user-friendly  as  possible,  right  from  the  start." 

The  result  is  Presbyterian  College's  World  Wide  Web  Campus, 
which  can  be  found  under  the  URL  (universal  resource  locator) 
address  of  http://www.presby.edu  on  the  Internet.  Among  the  special 
features  are  a  virtual  tour  of  the  campus  that  moves  through  more  than 
30  color  images  and  descriptions  of  facilities  found  on  PC's  campus 
map.  and  a  customized  calendar  that  will  create  a  listing  of  the  specific 
kind  of  events  for  whatever  dates  the  visitor  chooses. 

The  site  also  contains  a  campus  directory  of  all  students  and 
employees,  an  admissions  section  complete  with  an  on-line  application 
and  financial  aid  form,  and  information  about  academics,  athletics, 
upcoming  events,  student  life,  and  alumni  activities. 

Even  in  its  developmental  stage,  the  PC  World  Wide  Web 
Campus  is  getting  good  reviews.  Feedback  comes  through  the  site 
daily  from  visitors  —  alumni.  PC  parents,  and  strangers  alike  — 
commenting  on  features  such  as  the  virtual  tour. 

One  of  those  is  Fred  Oliver,  a  1970  alumnus  who  lives  in  San 
Jose.  Calif.,  and  works  in  the  computer  networking  field. 

"I  got  on  it  briefly  the  other  day  and  the  first  thing  I  went  to  was 
the  campus  tour,"  he  says.  "It  really  looked  great.  You're  doing  the 


right  thing  by  taking  this  step,  especially  when  you  consider  folks  like 
me  who  know  the  quality  of  PC  but  live  all  the  way  on  the  West  Coast. 
Now  I  can  tell  my  Senior  High  Youth  Group  at  church  about  this  great 
small  college  that  I  would  like  them  to  consider,  call  the  Web  site  up 
on  my  computer,  and  not  only  let  them  get  valuable  information,  but 
even  see  the  beauty  of  the  campus. 

"I'm  really  excited  about  what  this  will  add  to  PC." 
So  are  those  at  the  college  who  have  been  involved  in  the 
project. 

"The  Internet  really  levels  the  playing  field  for  a  small  college 
that  is  not  located  in  a  metropolitan  area."  says  Vosburgh,  whose  office 
will  maintain  and  update  the  site,  as  well  as  develop  new  features  in 
months  and  years  to  come.  "Suddenly  it  doesn't  matter  where  you're 
located  or  how  big  or  small  you  might  be.  With  the  Web,  it's  all  about 
quality  —  the  quality  of  your  academic  program,  the  quality  of  your 
faculty,  the  quality  of  your  facilities,  and  the  quality  of  your 
presentation.  That's  why  we  call  our  site  PC's  World  Wide  Web 
Campus,  because  we  believe  this  presentation  creates  the  same  kind  of 
positive  first  impression  that  an  actual  visit  to  Presbyterian  College 
invariably  makes."

PC's  new  alumni  director 
remembers  what's  important

/"or  Butch  Woodward,  life  is  all  about 
remembering. 

Remembering  how  far  you've  come. 
Remembering  how  fortunate  you've  been. 
Remembering  who  helped  you  along  the  way. 

"My  father  had  eight  brothers  and  sisters, 
and  none  of  them  ever  finished  high  school."  he 
says.  "I  was  the  first  grandchild  to  go  to 
college." 

That  was  life  40  years  ago  in  Horse  Creek 
Valley,  a  tiny  community  near  the  small  South 
Carolina  town  of  Graniteville  where  most  young 
people  attended  high  school  only  until  they 
could  get  a  job  working  for  the  local  industry. 
Then,  as  Woodward  describes  it,  "you  got 
married  and  had  more  children  than  you  could 
afford." 

Not  that  a  life  in  Horse  Creek  Valley 
couldn't  be  a  good  life.  It's  just  that  young 
James  Woodward,  known  then  and  now  as 
Butch,  wanted  to  see  what  other  options  might 
be  out  there  somewhere. 

That  "somewhere"  turned  out  to  be  another 
rural  crossroads  community,  except  that  this  one 
had  a  small  college  with  a  treasurer  named  Ed 
Campbell  who  worked  closely  with  the 
Woodward  family  to  make  a  college  education 
possible.  Following  his  graduation  from  PC  in 
I960,  Butch  Woodward  spent  a  year  teaching 
high  school  before  going  into  sales  and.  later. 
investments  and  financial  manaaement. 
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'7  was  afen'ent  alumnus  the  day  I  walked  out  of  here  in  1960  because  1 

realized  how  Inch  I  was  to  have  been  able  to  attend  Presbyterian  College. 

Now  I  have  the  chance  to  do  a  little  something  for  PC  in  return  by  working 

with  all  the  other  folks  who  have  been  so  fortunate. " 

Butch  Woodward 
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Now.  at  the  age  of  56,  he  has  returned  to 
his  alma  mater  as  director  of  the  Alumni 
Association  —  and  he  still  remembers. 

"Throughout  my  life,  I've  always 
appreciated  what  people  have  done  for  me.  Still 
today,  I  haven't  forgotten  the  many  people  who 
have  been  responsible  for  whatever  good  things 
have  come  my  way,"  says  Woodward,  who 
several  years  ago 
established  a  Presbyte- 
rian College  scholarship 
fund  in  honor  of 
Campbell,  who  now 
serves  as  PC's  director 
of  development  for 
major  gifts. 

"That's  why  I've 
tried,  whenever  possible, 
to  coach  and  counsel 
young  people,"  he  says. 
"That's  why  I've  been  so 
loyal  to  PC  for  35 
years." 

Woodward  makes 
no  secret  of  how 
financially  strapped  he 
was  when  he  arrived  on 
the  PC  campus  in  the  fall 
of  1956.  He  got  married 
after  his  sophomore 
year,  and  both  he  and  his 
wife.  Brenda,  worked 
throughout  his  final  two 

years  —  he  served  on  the  maintenance  crews  and 
Brenda  served  as  secretary  for  the  dean  of 
students,  Col.  Albert  Thackston.  and  the 
academic  dean.  Dr.  George  Bellingrath. 

He  earned  a  degree  in  history,  taught 
school  for  one  year,  and  then  got  a  sales  position 
with  General  Mills.  Nine  years  later,  he  joined 
Merrill  Lynch  and  began  what  would  become  a 
most  successful  23-year  career  with  the 
investment  firm.  From  1984-91.  he  was  a 
resident  vice  president  in  Arizona,  California, 
and  Pennsylvania.  In  1991,  he  became  senior 
vice  president  and  complex  manager  in  Merrill 


Lynch's  Baltimore.  Md..  office. 

"I  had  hoped  that  I  could  retire  at  the  age 
of  55."  he  says,  pointing  to  the  sudden  death  of 
two  co-workers  as  sobering  reminders  of  how 
unpredictable  life  can  be.  "About  12  years  ago 
Brenda  and  I  started  going  on  PC  alumni  trips, 
and  we  got  to  know  Lynn  and  Jeral  Cooper. 
Thev  told  us  a  lot  about  the  value  of  living  in  a

small  college  town,  so  we  decided  to  come  back 
to  Clinton." 

They  moved  in  August  of  1994.  and  after  a 
year  of  renovating  the  home  purchased  from  PC 
graduate  Hugh  Jacobs  '41.  Woodward  stepped 
into  the  void  left  by  the  retirement  of  Dean  of 
Alumni  Affairs  Tom  Stallworth  '55. 

"I  spent  a  year  overseeing  the  remodeling 
of  our  house  and  unwinding  from  a  long, 
stressful  career,"  he  says,  "but  I  found  I  really 
missed  people.  That's  what  attracted  me  to  this 
position.  I  like  people,  and  1  believe  that  I  can 
speak  to  the  alumni  with  conviction  because  I 


like  the  story  of  PC  and  I  feel  strongly  about  the 
college." 

As  director  of  the  PC  Alumni  Association. 
Woodward  will  focus  on  keeping  alumni 
informed  about  the  success  of  the  college  —  and 
how  they  can  make  that  success  even  greater. 

"I  really  believe  that  alumni  support  of  the 
college  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  that 
a  small  college  can  have 
in  its  favor.  We  need  to 
keep  in  touch  with  all 
alumni,  and  they  need  to 
keep  in  touch  with  PC. 
Yes.  their  Annual  Fund 
dollars  are  important,  but 
I  want  to  stress  that  other 
things  are  also  important. 
They  can  say  good  things 
about  their  alma  mater: 
they  can  send  their 
children  here:  they  can 
send  young  people  in 
their  church  here:  they 
can  send  their  friends' 
and  neighbors'  children 
here. 

"I  like  to  bring  good 
news,  and  that's  the  role 
I  see  myself  playing 
when  we  hold  alumni 
socials  or  meetings 
throughout  the  South  — 
serving  as  an  ambassador 
for  the  college.  I  also  want  to  help  tailor  our 
programs  to  all  alums  and  design  programs  for 
young  alumni  as  well  as  older  alumni,  whether 
it's  a  weekend  ski  trip  or  Whitewater  rafting." 

What  it  all  comes  down  to  —  as  it  always 
has  for  Butch  Woodward  —  is  remembering. 

"I  was  a  fervent  alumnus  the  day  I  walked 
out  of  here  in  1960  because  I  realized  how  lucky 
I  was  to  have  been  able  to  attend  Presbyterian 
College."  he  says.  "Now  I  have  the  chance  to  do 
a  little  something  for  PC  in  return  by  working 
with  all  the  other  folks  who  have  been  so 
fortunate."

rresbyterian  College  has  produced 
its  share  of  outstanding  college  and  uni- 
versity administrators,  and  one  of  the 
most  highly  regarded  of  them  all  has 
retired. 

Dr.  Thomas  Joseph  Reeves,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1957.  retired  as  presi- 
dent of  Hastings  College  in  Hastings. 
Neb.,  last  June,  closing  out  a  long  tenure 
in  higher  education.  During  his  10  years 
as  chief  executive  of  the  Presbyterian 
school  that  he  once  described  as  almost  "an  identical 
twin"  of  his  alma  mater,  his  leadership  was  reflected 
in  record  enrollments,  new  academic  programs, 
completion  of  major  building  projects,  and  increased 
endowment.

Coordinator  of  Atlanta  Women's  Health 
Center  Attends  U.N.  Conference  in  China 

Irrhen  Julie  Carroll  left  Presbyterian  College  five  years  ago,  she  might 
never  had  envisioned  herself  one  day  attending  a  global  conference  on 
women's  rights,  but  many  who  knew  the  1990  summa  cum  laude  graduate 
predicted  that  she  would  make  a  difference  somehow,  some  way. 

So  while  she  described  her  participation  in  the  United  Nations  Fourth 
World  Conference  on  Women,  held  in  China  during  September,  as  "incred- 
ible and  profound."  it  only  continues  the  important  work  she  has  been  doing 
for  the  past  four  years  at  the  Feminist  Women's  Health  Center  in  Atlanta. 

"It  was  really  exciting  to  be  there,"  Carroll  said.  "Despite  the  language 
and  cultural  differences,  it  was  really  like  being  in  China  with  35,000  of  your 
closest  friends." 

Carroll  started  working  at  the  Feminist  Women' s  Health  Center  in  1 99 1 
after  serving  as  a  volunteer  for  Amnesty  International  and  several  other 
organizations  in  the  Atlanta  area.  Today  she  serves  as  coordinator  of  the 
clinic,  a  non-profit  facility  located  in  mid-town  Atlanta. 

"It  serves  a  diverse  clientele  —  we  have  both  indigent  and  affluent 
women  who  come  to  us,"  said  Carroll,  who  supervises  the  clinic  services  and 
oversees  the  reproductive  health  education  program. 

When  she  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  United  Nations  conference 
in  Beijing  as  a  member  of  the  Friendship  Force  delegation,  she  had  a  full  slate 
of  issues  that  she  hoped  to  have  addressed.  Because  of  all  the  well-docu- 
mented confusion  that  maned  the  event,  she  was  one  of  the  many  women  who 
arrived  in  Beijing  but  never  got  credentials  to  the  main  conference,  but  she 
attended  a  number  of  workshops  and  discussions  held  throughout  the  city. 
She  also  attended  the  Non-governmental  Organizations  (NGO)  Conference 
held  several  days  prior  to  the  U.N.  event,  also  in  Beijing. 


"There  were  some  frustrations,  such  as  going  to  workshops  that  didn't 
exist,"  Carroll  said.  "But  when  something  like  that  occurred,  those  of  us 
there  would  end  up  starting  our  own  discussion  on  the  spot." 

The  PC  graduate  conducted  two  workshops  herself:  one  on  self-help 
gynecological  care  and  the  other  on  the  women's  health  movement  in  the 
U.S. 

"What  really  made  an  impression  on  me  was  seeing  those  young 
women  working  on  issues  in  countries  where  they  are  really  struggling  for 
survival,  while  in  the  U.S.  we  are  expanding  and  developing  these  pro- 
grams," she  said.  "I  was  really  inspired  by  those  women." 

She  did  get  to  hear  the  much-anticipated  address  made  by  Hillary 
Rodham  Clinton,  and  that,  too,  made  a  lasting  impression. 

"She  articulated  on  the  highest  level  possible  that  women's  rights  are 
human  rights.  They're  inseparable  and  inalienable.  She  talked  personally 
about  her  own  experiences,  and  she  drew  attention  to  the  problems  facing 
what  is  known  as  'girl-child'  issues.  It  was  a  powerful  speech."  Carroll  said. 

"The  whole  experience  was  simply  incredible."

Airline  Pilot  Remembered  For  Heroic  Actions 


One  newspaper  headline  said  it  best:  "He  wa  a  hero." 

A  pilot  with  Atlantic  Southeast  Airlines.  Edwin  Craig  Gannaway  72  of 
Dublin,  Ga.,  died  Aug.  2 1  after  maneuvering  his  EMB- 1 20  Brasilia  turboprop 
beyond  houses,  trees,  and  power  lines  to  a  crash  landing  in  a  hayfield  near 
Carrollton.  His  actions  were  credited  with  saving  the  lives  of  24  of  the  29 
passengers  and  crew. 

"I  don't  think  Ed  would  set  out  to  be  a  hero,  but  when  it  came  to  taking 
care  of  others,  that's  what  he  did,"  said  Gannaway' s  former  boss.  Jimmy 
Allgood.  "Anything  he  did.  he  did  better  than  anyone  else.  Everything  he  did. 
he  did  by  the  book." 

"If  you  want  a  headline,  put  down  that  Ed  Gannaway  was  a  hero,"  added 
his  friend.  Jeff  Davis.  "A  lot  of  people  lived  because  he  kept  his  head  and  got 
that  thina  on  the  ground." 


The  45-year-old  pilot  had  been  with  At- 
lantic Southeast  Airlines  for  more  than  six 
years  after  leaving  his  job  as  general  manager 
of  a  pest  control  company  to  pursue  his  dream 
of  flying  professionally.  A  native  of  Pulaski,
